LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL 
VACANCY.

(Daily Press, 10th February.) 

One of our evening contemporaries has 
faken time by the forelock, and dealt with 
the matter of the forthcoming vacancy on 
the Legislative Council, to be made when 
the Hon. Mr. Epwarp Ossporne takes 
Home leave. We understand that this able 
representative and thorough business man 
is timing his departure to take place about 
two months hence, so there is ample time 
for His Excellency the Governor to devote 
to his selection of a worthy successor to the 
Hon. Mr. Osporne. We are anxious to be 
no less discreet than our contemporary, and 
must therefore traverse some of the same 
preliminary ground. It is not necessary to 
apologise for seeming to trespass on the 
Governor’s prerogative, for His Excellency 
ia quite awake to the fact that the news- 
papers share in regard for the best interests 
of the Colony, and has in various ways 
shown his intention to be of those who 
“take all men’s counsel and reserve judg- 
ment.’ That is to ray, His Fxcellency 
favours a policy of giving some heed to 
public wishes, so far as that may comport 
with his own dignity and responsibility, 
and is willing to hear suggestions without 
looking too closely into the question of their 
possible “ presumption.” By way, then, 
merely of suggesting what the public are 
likely to feel in this connection, we attack 
the delicate subject uf His Excellency's im- 
minent choice of a new Legislative Coun- 
cillor.

RAILWAYS IN CHINA. 
SEARLS eee a

Now thathe fins! contract for the Tien- 
tgin und Yangtsz> trunk liue has been 
stuned, for the Coiness Government of the 
oue pirt, and the British and Chines: Cor- 
poration and the Deatsch-Asiatis:he Bank 
of the other part, and the arrangement 
ratifed hy the ag-ent of the British (rovero- 
ment, it is heing pointed out how effective 
the “Chi a for the Chinese'’ nyitation 
threrntens t+ become. [4 this instance, 
Chinese diplomacy, inspired by the seutimeot 
of that movement, has succeeded in obtain- 
ing terms more favourable to China than 
any ever before granted ty foreiga capi- 
talists. The conlitions of the preliminary 
contract arranged nine veurs ago have been 
materially altered, altogether against the 
accepted foreign view of what is desirable 
and necessary ia such a bargain. The loan 
is for five million sterling, at the rate of 
interest of five per ceotuin per annum, and 
is granted for a term of thirty years. Ap- 
proximately, two-thirds of the money comes 
from German sources, and the rerainder 
from the British capitalists, This proportion 
is based, of course, on the lengths of the 
respective sections of the line to be con- 
structed, the German portion running from 
Tientsin via Techau (on the Grand ) 
and Tsinanfu (the capital of the Shantung 
province) to the boundery between that 
previnea and northern Kiangsu. There it 
will connect with the British line that is to 
be laid to Pukou, opposite Nauking on the 
Yangtsze, a run of nearly seven handred 
miles, roughly measured. The issue price

Although our London telegrams told us 
at the time of tae untoward developments 
in the Tuncashire cotton trade, we are only 
now observing the seriousness of the late 
rituation, the like of which does not appear 
to have arisen in a decade and a half. The 
threatened lockout, on so large a scale, 
irresistibly attracted sympathy to the work- 
peop'e, for we know how much suffering ; 
chiefly on the selpless and innocent, that 
would entail, While ita effects upon the 
commercial world would have been felt, as 
the di-pute ha« already been felt, even in 
this part ofthe world. Yet in this instanoe, 
che operativis did seem to have been them- 
selves inviting the calamity. The respon- 
sibility, of course, lay chiefly with their 
own labour representatives, who, having 
less at stake personally, found it easy to 
maintain a stubborn attitude io face of all 
argument. Asa matter of fact, the case for 
the employers was an excellent prima facie 
one, and so far wa have seen nothing put 
forward that could effectively have taken 
the ground from their feet. To show their 
position it is necessary to read a little 
history. Here it is, by a correspondent of 
the Morning Post: 

It was in the carly ‘90's, and Lancashire was 
in a state of bitter turmoil. he very life of 
s great industry was slowly ebbing; cotton 
operstives had been idle for twenty wee 
strice. Households that had previously been 
plentifally provided for, with, in many eases, 
pot a littl to spsre, were crying tor food. 
Want wes a daily scareorow—all ha 
struggle betveen @apital and Labour. It is 
not necessary to enter into details concerning 
that awful business. The General reader 
might be wearted at a recital ef the 
events that brought it about, but in view of 
the fact that the.very Agreement which was 
then signed by répresentatives of the two 
contending parties and under which industrial 
peace has been secared for filteem years appears 
now to be, as far an one can gather, the 
throagh an alleged br«aoh, of all the bother, 
c-uld not help recalling tha ineideats ef an 
eventfal a b.verybrde was loeglag to

Never was 8 
placa better “:coured” than Manchester 
was that evening, aud apparently al! to no 
purpose, but jast when it look d a: if 
the task was imyosiible the news leaked 
out. Then there was a frantic rash for cabs t+ | 
be driven to an hotel in a quist residential dis 
trict some seven miles away from Manchester 
And the horses wera made to go for all they 
were worth. For hours upon jae the duly 
appointed representatives to the all importan: 
conference discu:s«d various points; they 
thrashed ont clause after clause; thera were 
many adjournments for private consultations ; 
but it was all over by about five o'clock in the 
morning. The scene of this memorable gather- 
ing was the Brooklands Hotel, and that is why 
the term Brooklands was given {o the Agree- 
ment which had thera been signed after many 
an apxions moment duricg the course of the 
negotiations. Has this docament now to be torn 
up aiter having exercised such a beneficial 
influence in (le years that have intervened ? 

It is further necessary to give, what that 
picturesque reminiscence omits, an idea of 
the main principl« of that agreement, which 
now 2overns tho while of those engaged in 
the cotton spinuing industry in Lancashire. 
It was that the oper ttives shoul] not clam | 
any increase cf pty within a year of ane 
being granted, such increase ty b+ limit d. 4 
On the other hand, the masters agreed not 
to make any decrease within a .ear of 
the date of one taking effect, the amount 
to be similarly limited. The ring spin- 
ners who received an increase in June 
last had therefore, on the letter of the 
bond, been preinature in demanding 
another.

Without being familinr wits the loed con- 
ditions, we are inclined to suspect that 
the workmen have discovere! that the 
famous agreement has become ou: of date, 
and have been using this opportunity 
to try to get it abol.s.ed and a new une 
made. Itis not difficult to see how such an 
agreement could be used by the masters, 
who could voluntarily grant a small in- . 
crease nt any time wher trade seemed t» 
warrant it, and then enter into large cun- 
tracts feeling safe f ra whole year. There 
would be nothing uureisovable in that, but ’ 
it is algo cusy to see that the dec.ayogues 
who advise the other side would observe 
that it practically prevented thew from 
availing themselves of the mvst favourable 
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opportunities to put pressure on the mas- 
ters. This is merely oar awn deduetion, 
and for anything we know, there may be 
some clause or clauses that prevent such an 
ariangemen’, 
from the fact that the abrogation of the 
Brooklands Agreement was leing urged by 
commentators at Home, aud from the fact 
that the employers were ban !ed together 
and firm because they did not want that 
agreement to be broken, or to lose its force.

infliction of punishment, rather than a 
deliberate weighing of the evidence, 
punishment can scarcely 
be suid toaxtutin China; mast cases heing 
met hy corporal punishment or the inflic- 
tion of irregular fines, so that when the 
Mixed Court was first est wblished withia the 
S-ttlements, the sam- systein, which hosides 
caved much troible and expense, and was 
really popular amouzs! the p-ople; was 
naturally adopted; aud in ordinary cases 
when appliel to the usual criminal popula- 
tion of China was fiund fa'rly effective, as 
no cruellies were permitted, aud the prisonet 
waa wetl fil and in other reapects kindly 
treated. In 1905 Reform was entiu-taste 
cally taken up in Pekiog und everything, 
from the Lmperial Court to the smallest 
police station in the Empire, wae to be 
turned over, rejointed aid refurnished up to 
the very latest European model. Repre- 
g-ntation of the people, ptrliamentary 
government, reform of the currency, respona- 
ibility of government, &c,—all to the latest 
pattern, were to be the rule throughout; 
and above all the criminal law was to be 
amended, an} punishments, curiously in the 
Chinese mind always looked upoa as 
identicr! with liw, puton a different footing.

The project had been to 
ubolish torture, but thers was no need to 
exact consistency when the experiment was 
to be tried on the corpus vile of the Shang- 
hai Municipal Council. Truc, no charge 
of torture had ever been alleged. though of 
course torture was the proper thing ina 
Chinese court, but they coull shine to the 
outer world ag a nation «f exalted sensi- 
bility, and at the same tite ine mvenience 
the foreigner, by giving out that thev were 
ready to reform him; and all this without 
in any way inconveuiencing themselves. 

The Mixed Court, it so happened, for 
minor disciplinary offences had been fullow- 
ing the old practice of admiuistering blows 
from the bamboo as in consonance with 
Chinese custom; from a foreign point of 
view it was accompanied with no cruelty, 
nor was the prisoner in any way incon. 
venienced beyond the mere temporary 
pain; from the offender's pint of view it 
was much pleasa:ter to have the strokes, 
and go free at once, than to be detained, 
or have ty stuinp up coin, a thing that goes 
far harder with an ordinary Chinaman than 
many blaws of the bamboo. No complaint 
had ever been made frum even the most 
punetilious of (Chinamen, but someone 
smarter than his neighbours suygested thiut 
the new Rescript, though it has not been 
taken the slightest notice of by any Chinese 
official, would yet affo:d a glerious oppor- 
tunity «f turnins the tables on the 
Municipx] Council ; so the usual course was 
taken of addressing a letter to that by no 
means acute body, the Foreivn Consuls; 
who Dougbery-like at once fell into the trap. 
But besides this the body of ratepayers 
with European ideas of the sanctity of the 
human body, would have been very gla 
themselves to see all corporal punishment 
abolished, except fur heinous crime so 
against the advice of a few practical men 
the abolition was agreed to. 

Now it happens, that likewise imbued 
with certiin European ideas as to the duty 
of looking after the health of those com- 
mitted to its charge, the Municipal council, 
not only feeds the prisouera well, but pro- 
vides them with prison clothes, far warmer 
and more comfortable than the ordi-iry 
petty culprit has ever been accust med to. 
Work at this sengon ol the year is Always 
hard to obtain, and wages for unskilled 
labour are low, and house accommodation 
for the loafer is wretched in the extreme. 
On every side then, it iva distinct advantage 
to the uuskilled loafer to be in the municipal 
gaol, rather tha trust tv the benevolence 
of his countrymen. He is, it is true, male 
to work ou the roads, but he soon learns to 
do as title as po:zsible, and vot over much 
is exacted of him; and besides, a little 
wholesome exercise iu the fresh air to a 
Chinaman of the lower orders is nut alto- 
gether disagreeable. Atall events the gang 
who are frequently to be met at outdour 
work on the roads do not present the ides of 
unhappiness, but have generally clean 


_ healthy fresh looking faces as if the nir were 


doing them bodily youd, and the absence o 
any trouble or worry fur their future meal 
were rewoviog a load from their winds. 
This is evidently, too, the way in which the 


ordinary criminal looks ou the affuir: he |

‘Yhe worat of such advice is that it is easier 
to give than ti f-llow. Tha very essence of 
true happiaess, it se'ma t> us, is that it 
should be unconscious, Iik- that which 
L ighteus the frces of this week's racs goers, 
Let there be no analysis, such asi we wero 
neariv fowlish enoush to attemp!, or off 
it goes. The boy or man who misunder- 
stands Dr. Bateson Weruiagut's excellent 
“tip,” and resolves “I will bs happy now,” 
is a fuol for his pains. Yet most will so mis- 
understaud it. Those pevple who argue the 
respective meri's of retrospection, anticipa- 
tion, and realization, waste their time and 
ignore the central fact of existence. These 
forms ought uot to be, aud caunot be, 


separate}. Without sickness there is no 
health, without sorrow, no joy. Allin, wo 
have the happy, p:r ect whole. The march 


of the princess across the field had at least 
the coustant joy of anticipation, the usual 
forin that happiness takes in youth. But as 
a matter of tact, the subject won't bear 
thinkiug about.

of ‘Menm et taum' reduced to terms of modern 
conventionalities, ‘This weakness, a lowed fuller 
soope among the primitive raoex of mankin , 
has laid the foundation of many fortunes for | 
those who trade with nativ-s. It was the | 
the custom amoug Datch storekeepers in Sou'h i 
Afrioa to leave bars of lead lying about on the | 
counters where tea, onffer, sugar cto, were sald 
The salesman haviug puta emall portion of the 
“order” in the bag, would find it uacessary to | 
turo his attention to aomething al. (he other 
end of the store; and the guileless Kaffir oould 
be relied upon to place in the bag a substantial 
piece of lead of far less value than the 
corresponding weight of oomestible.”

His Lordship, in delivering judgment io this 
action ssid :—Anotber claimant, Ny Sau Chi, 
to this floae which was the subject of sach 
protracted arxument last March iu the case of 
the Kwoog Ytk Wo fraod. has appeared s 
the scene. I said, page 96 of the Reports, 
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eh ee 
the oreditor of Kwong Yik Wo, who was 
represented by the Official ‘eceiver, would nit 
be bound by the estopoer which it was contended 
on the anthority of Woodley v. Coventry, woald 
have operated agains’. the hankrapt ; an imegia- 
8 interpretation of that o1so was erroaeous., 

hat I said was obiter, becauss it was not 
absolut-ly necassar/ to the determination of the 
questioa then before us, nor waa it fully acgaed, 
aod therefore it is still open. Chis claimant 
seta up his documents of pledge and ware- 
housing, and says that he is a secared creditor 
and entitled to ba admittel as such ia the 
baokruptcy,and that this opiaion of mine needs 
revisiou, as it stands iu the wey of his olsim. 
The other claimants have proved as unsecured 
creditors. It seems to ma, even after listening 
to further argament, an exceediayly diffi salt 
ques ion whether tha trustee would be boand by 
guch an estopper as the ona which woald bavy 
existed io this ots, suppo ing Woodley vy. 
Covantry applied [am not prepared t ary that 
that opinioris wrong because ia the case that 
[ stated with regard t> the application, it is 
unneoas-ary for me to do so, It bas been 
neoesaary, however, bs go over that pact of my 
judgmaut which deals with the quastiva of 
extopper, and [ fad one pirage pi oa aoothor 
page (page 99) which did aot at all satisfy ma. 
[t is thal pacagraph in whioh [ applisd the 
decision it Woodley v. Coventry to tha favte ia 
the pressnt oi As a matter of fot that 
decision bas no appliostion t) these frots at all, 
and [| muat say that oa farther coaosideration L 
am rather ata loss to und-ratand why [ allowed 
that passage to stand, because the effect of 
it is claacly annihilated by a subsaqueot 
passage on page 9. [t had, however, 00 
effect on the qaestion which was really 
arcived at before the quastion of estopper 
wos dixouss-d, and was not altered by 
the result of that discussion. The ostoppse 
ia 4 Wuodley v. Coventry was agniost the 
unpaid saodor, and in tavoar of the third 
party. The posage ia my jadgmsat whioh I 
am now criticising followed tao muoh the line 
of argument which had been based on Woodley 
y. Coventry, that the purchaser was estopped oa 
account of something which the sarva ct of his 
agent, the warehous ‘man, had said. The estop- 
per bal nothing ts d» with the fact that 
Covea'ry was algo warsbousing ths goods he 
had sold, bat the plaintiff raised the fact that he 
was an uopsid vendor. There is no aapaid 
ven lor in this case, and this is poiated oat in 
my judgment, the pas<age beginuing “ hore the 
person xgaiust whom the estopper is sought is 
net the vendor.” ‘The diffloulty of applying 
Woodley v Coventry to this oi) arises from the 
fact that the question of aso srlsinment was not 
gone into, though it undoubtedly forms part of 
the decision, butas regards Woodley there was 
no such question as bstween Clirk the purobasve 
aud Coveatry the veador ; there had beeu no 
ascertainment, bat owing to what took place 
b:tween Coveotrys agent aad Woodley, 


Coveutry was estopped as against Woodley 
from salting up this fact, the result 
of which would have ben to have the 


io him as unpaid vendor. ‘lhe 
facts in this cass are fir more simple. They 
relate roerely to something which p isdud 
in the Hop Yk gudowo whoa the flour was 
looked al by the inten tiag leader, nad jit 1s 
aid tha’ Kwong Yik Wo is est pyed by what 
took plac, so he probably is webatn ths limits 
of that estopper. Lf the Kwoug Yik Wo bid 
borrowed money vo bags of floar, and th»

of wacom apparently the ssme story has 
beva told, suppose, if = question of 
priurity aros', there would be priority 


by estopper just as there might have bea 
priority among the lenders. all of which however, 
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vanish in the distribution in bankruptcy, as the 
result of my decision is that they are not secured 
credit rs; but the setopper is required for quite 
another purpes’, It is not a simple case of 
estopper ut all, but an exceedingly complicated 
one, It isto cure adefect in the claimant's 
(ile, to make a lender the possessor of a 
document which may b> treated as a security, 
and this is to be tested by just the sime 
methods as if it were a document of title 
proviog him to be the actual purchaser of the 
goods, this defect is the absence of ascertain- 
ment; the absence of severance of the bags of 
flour on which the advance was made from the 
balk of flour in the godowns. Jn this respect I 
must put the new cliimants as on a level with 
the old ones ; that is to say, that they were shown 
the balk, and that they also, seeing a great 
quantity of flour, were satisfied that there was 
enough (0 cover their intended advance. It is 
here that so much play was made with Woodley 
v. Coventry, becanse the estopper in that case 
had actually to do with the fact that the 
goods were not asceriained by Coventry, 
uod it is here that the argument became, 
ag appears from what I have already said, so 
insidious. The simple facts are these. Kwong 
Yik Wo, in intending to borrow from several 
claimants on a certain specified number of bags 
of flour, takes them or sends them to his Hop 
Yik godowns, where all the flour is stack+d, and 
either he or Ho Lam, acting on his behalf ag 
his agent, points out to them a quantity of flour 
saying ‘there is enough flour to cover your 
advance.” The olaimants tuke no further steps 
us the law requires as to ascertaining, but 
are satisfied that there is enough and more 
flour, aud lend their money. As one witness 
said in bis evidence, ‘Ho Lim poiated ont to 
me more than enough; I did not separate avy 
for myself.’ T'hers oan be no estopper here. 
They have simply been themealves negligent, 
and the law makes them pay the penalty. It 
seems indeed expressly designed to prevent such 
frauds as were committed in thiscase, I am 
thercfore of opinion that the Official Meceiver 
was right in rejecting the proof of these claim 

ante, and the appeal must thereforo be dismiss .d 
with costs,

THR LIABILITY OF COMPRADORES. 

An interesting argnmont, arising out of the 
action, Chan Kee v. David Saseoon & Co. Ld., 
was heard before Lis Lordship. Tho argument 
was adjourned from Chambers to the Court. 
Mr. M. W. Slade, instructed by Mr. C. D- 
Wilkinson (of Messrs. Wilkinron and Grist) 
appeared for the plaintiff, and Hon. Mr. H. E. 
Pollook, K.C., intruoted by Mr. H. W.. Locker 
(of Messrs. Deacon, Looker and Deacon( 
represented the defendants. 

Mr. Slade said this was au adjourned matter 
from Chambers in which the question {o be 
decided was one of the utmost importance to all 
compradores and merchants whose liabilities 
were regulated by documen's in a similar form 
to the oue in question, and there were not a 
few ia the Colony. 

His Lordship—Is that so? I should rather 
like to get that point clear. 

Mr. Siade—I happen personally to know of 
one other, and all compradores’ ayresments 
prepared by Messrs. Deacon, Looker and Deaa- 
con, or Deacon and Hastings, or whatever 
office it was at the time, would ba substantially 
in the same form. 

His Lordship—That is not an exceptional 
form in the Colony ? 

Mr. -lade—No. Bat a great many have 
adopted old Mr. Deacon's form. 

His Lordship—In this peculiar language 

Mr. Slade— Yes. 

Mr. Pollook—It is a form which has béen 
gradually evolved. 

Hia Lordship—I quite see the process of 
evolution, and the extreme importance of the 
question oaused me to adjiuru the matter to 
Coart, 

Me. Slade —It is a matter of the utmost im- 
portance, and the clause in which tha coutro- 
versy turns is the first proviso for redemption 
in the mortgage. Oar contention —that is, the 
contention of the compradcre—is that ho is 
only liable for the eons-quence of defaultsof 
gome sort—usiag defaults in ils widest sense— 
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of Chinesa customers of the firm. Tha con- 
tention, as I understand it, of his ea ployers, 
fs that he is the isgurer of all their trans- 
actinns with Chines:. 

His Lordship—That was rather the inter- 
pretation which I thou ht was possible. 

Mr. Sladea—H4 insures the firm against loss 
of any kind in any transictions with Chinese. 
C mnsel then reai material parts of the prov.so 
as follows : —'‘ Tha compradora shall, on demand, 
p3y to the morlgagees (bis employers) any 
deficiency in tha pr.ce of goods which will be 
sold, or agreed to be cold to Chinuse customers 
of the mortgag-os. and also all losses, 
costs, oharges oc exponass which shall ba 
inoarred or sustained by the mortgagees in 
connection with any transiotion or business 
which shall be ca'erad into o- effected by the 
mor gages with say Chinese. whether 
such lowses, cos!s, charges and expenses ghall 
be incurred or sustained by reason of 
braach of contract or otherwixs howsoever.” 
Counsel tubmit'ol that reading the Ilsst 
clause by its+lf, without any regard to the 
relation of compradore and merchant as it 
was known io this Colony, that the words of 
that clause mads the comprad«re the insurer 
against every lose, however arisinz, which fell 
upon the merciant in his transactions with 
Chinese customers; whether tha- loss arose 
from the defaull cf the Chin-se castomer, or 
from tha default of the merchant, or the 
unobusineeslike method of the merchant carry: 
ing ou his business, or the ill-lnck of the 
merchant in a market going against. him. On the 
words of that clanss the compradora was the 
absolute insnrar against any loss «f any kind or 
description which thx merchant conld suffer ia 
a contract with Chinese. Counsel took a 
soncrete example: “supposing, he said, 
“a merckant importe goods into this Coloasy, 
not under contract, at any, a prioa of $200 a bale, 
and in consequence of the market falling he waa 
anable to sell them at a higber price than 810”, 
and he sold them fo the Chinese at that price.” 
By the words of (hia clause there was jpo doubt 
thal he could recover from the compradore the 
loss of $101) par bale whioh he had snffered by 
means of the falling market. 

Mr. Pollock—That loss would not come out 
of the compradore’s pocket. 

Mr, Slade—Undoubtedly it would. Proceed- 
ing, Mr. Slade put the supposition before the 
Court of a merchant enteriog into an agreement 
to import goods for Chinese, the prise being 
taken in dollars while the cost tothe merchant 
for importing from abroad was sterling. H4 sold 
at a price which would cover him cn the rate of 
exchange of ‘heday. Batif the merobant dosired 
to gamble and did not fix his exchange at the 
time he made his ovntract, and axchaoge went 
against him so that the contrac: dollar price 
which he received cventnally from his cus- 
tomer did not cover him, by the olause 
mentioned he coull reoover the amount he 
had lost from his compradure. Such iostances 
might be multiplied indefinitely. tha olause 
mentioned was a clause insuring the merchant 
against all loss in transactions with Chinese 
howsoever such loxs a-ace, Counsel submitted 
that thora were the plain words of tha clause, 
and uaoles: Messrs. Sassoona’ Counsel made 
such admissions as wo-ld clear this matter 
up it would be agaio submitted fo the (‘oart in 
an action they wou'd br ng for rectification of 
the agresmen’. The meaniog of tha words was 
certainly uever explained to the compradore. All 
he intended to agree to wac to be responsible 
for defaults oo the part of Chin-sa customers 
of the firm, and no more. ‘here was no 
evidence b-fore hi« Lordship at the moment, 
but that was the position of avery compradore 
in the Coluay. Io clause 2 of th« agreement 
the castomary positiva of the compradore was 
reoognised: ‘The remuneration to be re- 
ceived by the compradare§ shall convist 
of the customary commission or p-rcentage 
which the compiny agree to permit him to 
demind and coll ct from Chinese purchasers of 
the firm and Chines: s-llers to the Company.” 

Ilixs Lordship— Woaldn't a rea<oaable inter. 
pretation be this: that the liability which is 
sp- cified to make good in the mortgage srises 
in tuose cases ia which the compradore is 
entitled to commissio; or p-revntage ? 

Mr. Sladeo—Yos, That is oxactly what the 
conteation of the other side is, that this is sa 
insurance contract, Proceeding, Me. 
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aaid he had no doubt what tho verdict of any ; 


special jury in this Colony would ba wit 
regard to the case, 

Mr. Pullock sabmitted that the words “with. 
out the consent or knowledge” were immaterial, 
The firm had fall power under the terms of the 
agreement to enter into contracts with Chinese 


although the compradore had no knowledge of - 


such contracts. It followed as a necessary 
inference that the firm were entitled to be 


allowed a free hand as regards their dealings ° 


with the Chinese, and were entitled (o exercise 
reasonable forbearance towards customers, 

His Lordship—Supposiag they entered into 
contracts unknown to the compridore, how 
would ha collect his commission P 

Mr. vollockh—He would know when the goods 
were delivered, and would get it from the 
customers, 

His Lordship—But if the contract breaks 
down befo-e delivery ? 

Mr. Pollook—I quite see (hat is a possible 
care. Whatever the effect of the olauses of the 
agreement, the compradore must be boand by 
them, : 

His Lordship reserved his decision on the 
point. 5

“ Yes, but is Manchuria a Chinese provinoe,?” 
replies a French investor to his solicitous agent 
in a southern Chinese city, Emphatioally yea 
io theory, and if good faith shall prevail among 
the vations, But ia faot (he query of the 
cautious Parisian baaker stirs many an echo 
elsewhere, aud list those echoes, as they may, 
should bsge: “a wild surmise”, it is well that 
the t.uth should be told. ‘“ Magna ost veritas, 
et prevalatis,” and that it should prevail ia the 
earnest hope of those who live ia the Hastern 
Proviocesand who know that what Manchuria 
needs just now is a general understanding of 
her affairs, and, on the part of the diverse 
interests meeting there, patience, mutuality, 
considerstion and frankoess:—difficult traits: 
these to find, or expect to find associated in 
diplomatio dealiags. Nevertheless all will be 
well with Manobaria, granted thoroagh know. 
ledge and fair play. 

No easy task is thatof H. E. Hsu Shih. 
Chang. His territory is more heterogeneous 
than any other viceroyalty ia Chios, and what- 
ever course of action ue pursues is sure to meet 
with ceasure, either openly expressed, or 
brought by more indirect channels to bean 
His reo-nt trip conoluded this month through 
the northern provinces, ee ds ee aod 
Kirio, brings the sitaation freshly aud tho- 
roughly to mind as a whole, and followed in 
rebrospect, indicates the present status quo as 
well as those questions remaining yot unsettled 
in Manchuria. 

Duriog the 42 days of his absence from 
Mukden, H. E. tsa was busily engaged in 
reorganiziog sad instructing the oentral 
goveroments at Tsibsihar and Kirin, stadying 
local conditions and collecting materials 
for his recent memorisl to the Throne. 
In both provinows he found faoanoces 
comparatively low, oa state of affeire 
attributable chiefly to the poor harveats 
of last autumn, slthough other influences also 
contribate. Daring hia ten days sojourn at 
Tsibsibar and K'rin reapeotively, he dist ribated 
the offices of goreroment in (hree departments, 
the Finance, Home, and Foreign Bareaas, this 
organisation being similar to that already io 
force under Governor Tang Shao-yi in Feagtien. 
Additional materials were also ered in Kirin 
prorince rdiog the Chienteo boundary 
question, and these have been compiled with the 
complete materials of the Chinese case which is 
now on file in Peking awaiting the presentation 
of the Japanese papers. 

The Viceroy speaks with distinct apprecis- 
tion of the courteous treetment and attention 
ererywhere sccorded him by the Russian civil 
aod military aathorities in facilitating his 
long reilwar journey, as well as in exten to 
him many civilities at theie vaziogs 
particularly in the city of Harbin, where LU.

of buildings and streets, rupervision of palice, 
more compact organizition ete, hop-fal. 
Harbin unquestionab'y needs regulation s of tails 
kind; the tronbl», or the sed of trouble, lies 
not in the regulations themselve-, but iu the 
maoner by which they sre brourht into 
operation, and the poiot «f view ou the part of 
the framers whioh they indicate. 

This point of view, inasmuch as the regula- 
tions were framed without the knowledge or 
consent of either the Chinese local or prevircial 
authorities, indicates the altitude of the Russian 
interesta in north Manchuria. The plan was 
drafted by the Railway management, It pro- 
vides for a municipal government by (1) an 
assembly of 60 delegates and (2) a (own courcil 
of six members including the chairman, Since 
the Railway, up tothe present, has been arbi- 
trarily administering the «affairs of the city, 
suob a plan seems at firat sight relinquishment 
by them of authority, but a reading of the 
document shows that in realily no surrander of 
prerogative is effected. Half of the council are 
railroad officials or appointees; all trac eactions, 
alike in asgemb-y aud council, must bein Russian, 
and the ailway expressly reserves the 
right of suparvisian. review and valo, Fart! er- 
more all relatious of this municipal adimint- 
stration with the Chinese (ioverniment or 
with the Cansulur representatives of tare ga 
Governments can only bs conducted with Lue 
consent of the Hailway authorities, It way 
readily ba seen therefore that the trans er oon 
authority to a so-called municipal vovecument 
on the part of the Railway is merely vominal, 
and that the political coutrol remeiucs as befcre 
vested in the Railway.

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JAPANESE POSTAL SITUATION 
IN MANCHURIA. 


(FROM OUR CORRESPO) DENT) 


Mukden, February 2nd. 

A knowledge of the Japanesa postal system in 
Manchuria since the war seams to show an 
attitude on the part of the Tokyn government 
at variance with trealy agreements with China. 
Not only does the aggressive policy of the 
Japanese in the matter of the posts ignore, or 
seem to ignore, China as an ind-pendent p-wer, 
it is also quite out of aconrd with the position 
of other powers, those allied with Japan as well 
as those unallied. towards Manchuria. Owing 
to the ancient policy of the Chinese gurern. 
ment, their difficulties in dealing with ths 
Japanese have been witheld from yublicity 
whereas the Japanese iuterests hava either b-ao 
stated in a manner quite naturally par'isin and 
biased, or have continued to thrive uuder cover 
of the alliances and the secrecy which they 
knew they might traditionally depend upon the 
Chinese to maintain. 

Quite recently the Wzi-wu-pu, in desperation 
over the protracted negotiations in the case of 
the Manchuria telegraphs, has allowed a faw 
facts regarding that sitnation to be published 
and, in view of that attitude, similar facts with 
regard to the (‘hinesa and Japanese Imperial 
Post Offices should contain peculiar interest. 

During the war Chinese po-t-officas wara 
elosed throughout Manchuris, the Japanese and 
Russians operatiog their own military postal 
services. Owing to the exigencies of war tha | 
Chinese postal system in the three eastern 
provinces practically ceased to be during the 
period 1904¢5. When, in accordance with the 
stipulations contained in the Treaty of Porte- 
mouth, troops were withdrawn in” April Tuy, 
the Japanese Post Offices, so far from a 
corresponding retrenchment in conformity with 
the lessened necessity of their Manchurian 
establishment, on the contrary continued as 
formerly in operation. Sicce that time. 
ie. during the past ten months’ the 
eystem has been constantly extended and 
increased. At every station on the South 
Manchurian Railway the Japanese maintain a 
p et office, which dors not confine itself to 
military or railway uses. bat raceives public 
patronage and accepts foreign mail of all classes 
with Japanese postage. Not content with ga 
much, which of course is a direct blaw ta 
Chinese postal rerenne, the Japane-e hava been 
extending their system to points off the lina of 
the Railway such as Kirin, where ag elsewhere 
their offices, not only handl» Japanese mail tor | 
Japanese subjects and destinatious, bat «porate 
in direct competition with the Chiaose postal ! 
service. 

In April 1907, at the same time with the | 
withdrawal of the troops and with the under. | 
standing that the Japanese postal interests would ¢ 
follow,in a reasonable time, a policy of retranch- 
ment corresponding to the decreased Decessity | 
for them, W. C. Hames- Watson of the Imperial ; 
Chinese Customs, was appointed Postal Uom- | 


missioner for Manchuria and proceeded to his 
post at Mukden to take charga, Under his 
efficient direction, the Chinese Imperial Post ig 
Manoburia, which is a branch af th. linp-ri:l 
Customs and therefore in + position to pretit 
by the established organizition aud pre ve 
competency of the latter institution, 
developed rapidly and thoroughly. 

Since April 1907 the Manchurian servic» bas 
been doubled: ie. from 43 offices op-n at the 
time of Mr. Watson's arrival to Xf at present | 
in full operation. New postal routes have been 
opened up, monnted courier deliveries started . 
in Kirin and Heijlungkiang provinces, and local 
services with post boxes inaugurated in the 
chief cities. Before the close of the present 
calendar year 15‘! offices (ia. ti in additian to 
those already open) already planned for, will 
have been established in commission. 

This thorough postal operstion in Manchuria 
je, of oourse, only a division of (he service 
Which the !mperial Government 1 estab ishing; 
throughout China. Mr. Watson is the fourtn 
of the Postal Commissioners to b: appointed, | 
the previous apprintees bein 
Shanghai and Peking.

‘They havea now 
recalled their small fry from the directargta 
and placed only their high postal officials 
in’ the Manchurian management, ‘I'he 
Japanesa Postal Commissioner at Mnurkden 
has been placad thera ac an equal in rank with 
the Imperial Commissioner and haa therefore 
been quite naturally tried in’ spirit, hacanse, 
since his arrival in Sep'emlar, he hag never 
be-n officially recaznized by Mr. Wataan, 

Nothing, seemingly, cond ba more clear, 
ence the matter is fairly branght to the light, 
Tha railroad mlitary exense for tha further 
extension of a Japanese postal gistum can af 
course no longer obtain, and as for the inability 
of tha Chinese Government to provide an 
adequata postal service for their thraa eastern 
provinoes, such a contention is every day privad 
more falea even toat ordinary observer. Indaed 
the converse of such a proposition reacts upon 
the Japanese pistal sersica with eoncineing 
effect. ‘Two incidents may suffice, Tha (‘hinora 
officials in Mukden have hen profesting 
recently that tha Japanese carriers in that 
city, when unable to deliver their own 
mail, quietly drop it into the collaction bixgas of 
the Tmperial Posts in various parts of the city. 
These boxes hare sometimes been found half-full 
of undelivered Japanese mails. Three larga 
packages delivered for transportation by thea 
Imperial Post early in January wera Inst by 
the Japanese, and all requeata for recampense 
ignored, until tha Commissioner thraatened to 
fake tha matter up at Peking. Evan than neither 
the parcels nor explanations wera fortheaming 
hat only a perfanctory payment of minimum 
damages. . 

Tn addition t> cthesa shortcomings of the 
invaders the complaints of interference by tha 
Japanesa Post (fies are many and well fou: dad.

There can be no question of the popularity of 
the annual carnival of the Hongkong Jockey 
Club. Only one circumstance is needed to 
insure its complete success, and that is fine 
weather. Unfortunately this was not available 
yesterday. But when tie clouds cleared away 
in the forenoon, and tha sun shone in a blue 
sky, many holiday makers thought that the 
threatening weather had passed, aud before the 
first race had etarted there was thaneual largeand 
enthusiasticattendance. Otberconditions,snch as 
an attractive number of entries, a magnificent 
course, and perfeot arrangements carried out 
by hard working and obliging officials 
can always be relied on, for everyone 
having to do with the management of the 
races does all in his power to further the 
interests of that old establishad institution—the 
Jockey Club, There are few places in the 
world where a more representalive and oogmopo- 
itan crowd oan be seen than at the picturesque 
Happy Valley on raca days, Men and women of 
many nationalities assemble here on this festive 
occasion, and there can be no doubt that they 
thoroughly enjoy themselves. With all the 
grandstands adorned with bunting, with 
numerous ladies present in the prettiest of 
costumes, and with various Orientals in the 
picturesque garbs of the East, the scene was an 
imposing one. Chinese, as uenal, literally 
swarmed the green enclocure, and dotted every 
point of vantage round the course. In the 
enclosure this time there was also a special 
stand fenced off for sailors and soldiers. Perhaps 
at no other time during the year is the Valley 
go well patronised, for during the three daya 
that the race meeting lasts a general heliday is 
looked upon both by Occidental and Oriental 
as a privilege which must never b: denied. 

The racing on the whole, nol withstanding (he 
frequent showers which made the turf some- 
what heavy, was vary successful, and reflects 
great oredit on the officials conducting it. 
There were many large fields aud not a few 
exciting finishes, while the times registered were 
up to theaverage. His }ixcellenoy the Governor 
and Lady Lugard, with the Government Honsa 
party, arrived before the tiffia beur, and 
remained until the last race wag run. -n 
appropriate programme of music was played 
during the day by the band of the Middlesex 
Regiment. It was a busy dsy both for 
those in charge of the Pari Mutuel and 
the Cash Sweeps, especially the latter which 
were largely patronised on account of the high 
dividends they paid. Two or three lucky 
drawers of winning ponies in these sweeps 
received over $1,000 for the five they inverted. 
The highest price paid for a winner in the Pari 
Mutue! was 830.40, the price paid on Pine ‘l'rea 
in the Victorie Stakes, while in the laat raca of 
the day, the Racing Stakes, Dalliance, the third 
pony, paid $67.50 for a place.

The enquiry concerning the recant exp'osion 
on the oil steamer “ Nerite” was conclud-d at 
the Magistracy on Feb. 15th before Mr. H. tl 
J. Gompertz sitting as coroner, anda jnry. 

Mr. Frank Browne. Government analyst 
deposed to making an inspection at tha scane of 
the explosion. He found: there was a print 
looker on the ‘tween deoks, six feet below (he 
hatchway, and thought the explosion was pro- 
bably bronght about in the following way: 


Lo Ti (one of the men killer) mig t 
hava gone into the paint locker for 
soma purpose, and caused ai fire hy 


smoking, or throwing down a lighted mateh. 
There was much inflammable matarial in tha 
room. Having started tha fire ha probably 
rushed to get out, and might have overturned 
something. The heavy inflammable gases in 
the room would pass into (he hold, and when 
they became mixed with the air an expl:sion 
would follow. 

Mr. Gomperts—Would the explosion not. 
taka place of itsclf, at onca?—As soon ag 
sofficient air wag mixed with the gases the 
explosion weuld fallow, and would cans. 
poisonous suffucaling gages. 

Won'd the fact thaf fhe {wo man in the hold 
diad from asphyxia aonfirm vane theory ?--They 
were alan burn!. Asphrxistion takax some time. 

You think tha whole causa was this paint 
lockar 2? Tha two men carrying the lighted 
candle had nothing to do with tha matter ?— 
Yrs, They could not have seen to work 
withont lights. They went down abot seven, 
and the explosion did not take place till xboat 
quar-er to a‘eleven. 

D» you think this paint locker is in a 
dangerous position 2—A paint locker should be 
shat. off from all other rooine. 

The fant that the ship had been oarrying ail 
had nothing to da with (he matt r?—No. 

Tha jury returned a verdict of deith from 
asphyxia caused by an explosion, the result of a 
fire in the paint room.
